wife had some form of stroke a few weeks ago and was confined to her >>ed. A/l came with 
his wife, who visited with the sick woman during our meeting. W e presented a bottle 
of whiksy to CL3 and a bottle of cognac to A/l. 

3. After about, one hour, A/l suggested that he take us to Braunschweig, after weh 
had told him that to came by train. He first invited us to his house for supper, which 
we accepted. At his house we met a friend, (fnu) Kaminskiy (sp), by his accent of 
Russian background. He appears to be aw from the same plant as Subject, and obviously 
the tw o have known each other far sane time. Kaminsky ap rears to be in his sixties. 

4 . Our discussion at S/l's home was confined to th© loot that A/l brought back 
with him firom the USSR over the years* It consists of excellently selected antiques, 
dncludi g paihtings, statues, lamps and porcelafa. Kaminsky apparently has the job of 
cleaning and reconstituting the articles, which be dries with a clock maker's precision. 

A/l told some fine tales about having acquired rugs on his jobs in Turkey, many years 
ago, and the time we spent with him was most entertaining. 

5. Obviously, A/l'has much more to tell about his work than we couM have covered 
even if we had every minute of our get-together. The fact is, bowev , that the ttb ter ial . 
he cculd offer relates to his immediate work, and we frankly can not understand enough 
of the technical side of his field to be very intelligent. We shall relate to HQ the 
gist of what he said, and indicate that if there is a serious interest in having him go 
through a 1 the gory details, they will have to send a man versed in his field to discuss 
this with him. Subject must think that somehow we report back to US industrial concerns 
which would be interested in building in the USSR, since much of hie lalk was advice on 
how to deal with the Soviets. A favorite topic of his from way back. 

6. Subject leaves for Kazan again on 6 June. He may be back for Christmas, but 
if not, certainly after 19 March 1 9^7 » when the guarantee period for Ms r ant is over. 

Until then he will be the only man left on the job from his oigun i zation. 

7. Sub ject told us in soft tones that he has a girl friend 4 n Kazan. ± Q a 

woman employed in his hotel to do the washing and ironing. She was formerly married (or 
may still be for all we know) to a Russian, but is herself of German background. 
went to German during the war with her family, and then returned to the USSR, where she 
married. Her war -time excursion is a deep secret which she entrusted only to Subject 
since she fears eertain banishment if this became known. Subject obviously wag not willing 
to give us more information, and we saw no reason to push. He obtained the rumors 
we reported from her. ^he came to Moscow by train, when he had to fly there for conferences 
over Christmas. Presumably she traveled with his money. The security questions that arise 
from this are innumerable, but Subj ct considers himself such a cagy fox that ad vise wojld 
hardly be accepted. We can only hope that he takes care.
